TOWN MEETING 
March 13, 2012 


The March thirteenth, two thousand twelve Town Meeting was called to order at ten of 
the clock in the morning by Moderator John Kimball II], who announced the polls to be open to 


act upon Article 1. 


At 1:00 P.M. the absentee ballots were accepted. The polls closed at 6:00 P.M. and the 
ballots were tallied. 


Article 1-A. All town offices and school board members for the year ensuing were voted 
on with the following results:

Article 1-B. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-B as proposed by the 
Planning Board, for the Town zoning Ordinance, to add Section 14. Cluster Residential 
Subdivision Ordinance. This Ordinance is intended to create opportunities for environmentally 
sound planning, conserve undeveloped land and high priority natural resources, preserve the 
rural character of town, and provide for efficient use of land and community services to advance 
the goals stated in the Master Plan. (Recommended by the Planning Board).

Article 1-C. To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-C to have two (2) 
sessions for the Annual Town Meeting in this town, the first session for the choice of town 
officials elected by an official ballot and other action required to be inserted on said official 
ballot and the second session, on a date set by the Selectmen, for transaction of other business. 
(Recommended by the Selectmen). 


MES 2203 NO 150 


At 7:55 P.M. the Town Meeting was reconvened in the fire station to act upon Articles 2 through 
33. The Moderator, John Kimball II, called the meeting to order with the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Mr. Kimball then welcomed all those present and announced the results of the Town Election 
and the School Board Election. Mr. Kimball asked everyone to be civil and if there were any 
amendments to the Articles that the amendment be written down. 


Charley Hanson asked that before we got started, Chairman Randy Mattson, who was 
completing her sixth year and being replaced by Richard Drenkhahn, be recognized for her 
service to Center Harbor. On behalf of everyone, Mr. Hanson presented Ms. Mattson with a 
pewter bowl. 


Article 2. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by David Hughes to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,102,124 for renovations and additions to the Municipal Building and 
to authorize the issuance of not more than $860,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; $108,000 to 
come from the Public Safety Facility Capital Reserve fund created for this purpose, $126,347 to 
come from the unreserved fund balance and $7,777 to come from the Land Use Change Tax 


Fund collected in 2011. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (2/3 ballot vote 1s 
required). Ms. Mattson said that they had a power point presentation and asked Jackie Baker to 
do the presentation. Ms. Baker said that what started out as a project to satisfy the need of the 
Police Department lead to a more comprehensive solution. Ms. Baker said that the building 
needs major repairs; the greatest need 1s for the Police Department. Ms. Baker said that the 
Jordan Institute Energy Audit Report that was complied in 2009 identified many energy 
inefficiencies in this building. The minimum Project standard will be 25% better than the NH 
State Energy Code. The additional goal is to push that to 50% or more if there would be a 
reasonable payback on the added costs and if funding is available from cost under-runs, utility 
incentives and grants. This would reduce the operation expenses for the entire building. Ms. 
Baker said that the Project would be financed from existing reserves and the borrowing of 
$860,000 at 2.15% interest. Also, if we do this bond, the Bank will refinance our 4.89% loan for 
the Kelsea Ave. project at the 2.15% interest. Ms. Baker said that we have been warned by the 
State that our Police Department has several areas of liability that need to be addressed. This 
project would address those issues. John Jordan said that he has been a tax payer in Center 
Harbor for forty years. He feels that the Police Department spending is out of control. Mr. 
Jordan said that he read that the Fire Department needs more room. He feels that the Police and 
Fire Departments should be combined and a new Town Office should be built. Mr. Jordan said 
that he totally disagrees with this Project. Derek Kline thanked the Building Community and the 
Selectmen. Mr. Kline agreed that the Police Department needed more room, but questions what 
is needed and why it requires over a million dollars. Mr. Kline asked those present to vote, 
“No”. Mary Alice Warner said that she was very honored to be a member of the Building 
Advisory Committee. Mrs. Warner said that in looking over the records from last year the total 
for the project was $1,275,000, the bond was going to be $1,200,000, and that was going to be 
for the Police Department only. This year the proposal 1s $1,102,124 and with $108,000 from 
the Public Safety Facility Capital Reserve Fund, $126,347 from the unreserved fund balance and 
$7,777 to come from Land Use Change Tax, the Bond would be $860,000. Mrs. Warner said 
that the Town staff serves us well and this would give them what they need. Mrs. Warner said 
that this is a much better plan than last year and hopes that people will vote, “Yes.” Gregory 
Hime said that he has been looking at the numbers and the options in the last two years were 
defeated. He feels that we could take the $108,000 from the Public Safety Facility Capital 
Reserve Fund and the $126,347 and use that to expand the Police Department. He does not feel 
that one million dollars 1s affordable. Keith Fitzgerald said that he has lived in Center Harbor for 
eleven years and has contributed thousands of dollars in taxes. Mr. Fitzgerald said that he works 
in finance and knows a little bit about money. Mr. Fitzgerald said that a little over a year ago he 
became a part time employee. He said that we all have issues and opinions; some are based on 
income. Mr. Fitzgerald said that the Fire Chief has lost a significant amount of room in this 
building. A wall has been built in the Fire Station to provide a temporary sallyport for the Police 
Department. Mr. Fitzgerald said he thinks we should vote using reasonable intelligence, based 
on actual hard data, and vote our conscience. The Fire Department needs its space back. Mr. 
Fitzgerald said that he was on the Building Advisory committee; he knows what the numbers are. 
Mr. Fitzgerald said that the Town has space issues. Eric Strapp said that he came to the meeting 
last year vehemently opposed to building a Police Department down the road from here. After 
the Town meeting he asked why we didn’t think about doing something here; this building could 
be expanded. This plan will allow us to give the Police what they need, will rearrange things in 
the Town Hall, will, by law, force us to upgrade and enable us to implement some of the energy 


saving plans that we have talked about the last 3 years. We will be able to do this for a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars less than we would have with the plan on Route 25. Mr. Strapp thinks 
that they have done a wonderful job. If you look around this building does need upgrading. We 
have an opportunity to put everything where we want it in one spot. Mr. Strapp said that he 1s 
strongly in favor of the motion. Chuck Burns said that he was opposed to the first proposal. The 
second proposal he could have gone one way or the other. In the third proposal, the Building 
Advisory Committee and the Select Board have given this body exactly what they asked for last 
year. Mr. Burns urged that we vote for it. Mr. Burns moved the question, seconded by Eric 
Strapp. The Polls were opened at 8:35 P.M. The results of the vote were: 179 “YES” votes and 
81 “NO” votes. The Article was approved with more than the two-thirds required. Chuck Burns 
made a motion seconded by Eric Strapp to restrict reconsideration of article 2. The motion was 
approved by majority vote. 


Article 3. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Pat Mohan to raise and 
appropriate $784,220 to defray the Town charges for the ensuing year. ($739,970 appropriated in 
2011). (See detailed budget sheet as presented to voters at budget hearings on 1/28/2012 & 
2/8/2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 4. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Ken Ballance to raise and 
appropriate $15,000 to be placed in the existing Town Buildings Repairs and Maintenance 
Expendable Fund for the purpose of repairing and maintaining municipally owned buildings. 
($20,000 appropriated in 2011). The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required). David Hughes asked to table this Article until after the results of Article 2 are 
announced. 


Article 5. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Jessie Foley to raise and 
appropriate $20,000 to be placed in the existing Energy committee & Improvements Expendable 
Trust Fund for the purpose of implementing the recommendations from the energy audit and 
future evaluations as may be performed on municipally owned buildings and grounds. ($20,000 
appropriated in 2011). The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 
Eric Strapp asked if we would need to do this if we are voting on a municipal upgrade. David 
Hughes responded that the Energy committee asked for this to be put on the Warrant because of 
other Town owned buildings. The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 6. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by John Schlemmer to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $500 for the purpose of supporting the Coalition Communities. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). Charley Hanson explained 
that the Coalition is a group that is trying to save the “donor towns” money on the State school 
tax portion of the tax bills. The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 7. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Marty LeRoy to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $331,474 for the maintenance of Town Highways and Bridges, including 
sidewalks and dead tree removal. This appropriate to be offset with estimated $34,934 from 
State Highway Block Aid and the balance of the appropriation to be raised by taxes. ($337,272 
appropriated in 2011). This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 8. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Jeff Duren to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $30,000 to be added to the Highway Department Truck or Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established ($30,000 appropriate in 2011). The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required. This Article was approved by majority 
vote. 


Article 9. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Lee Woodworth to 
discontinue the Sand Salt Storage Shed Capital Reserve Fund created in 2007. Said funds, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the Town’s general fund. The 
Selectmen recommend this article. David Schimke asked for a ball park figure of how much 
money is in this Fund. Charley Hanson answered, “$2,900.62”. The vote to approve this Article 
was unanimously in favor. 


Article 10. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by John Schlemmer to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $257,695 for the operation of the Police Department. ($255,844 
appropriated in 2011). This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 11. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Bill Fairbanks to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $20,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose 
of purchasing a fully equipped police cruiser. ($20,000 appropriated in 2011). The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). This Article was approved by majority 
vote. 


Article 12. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by David Reilly to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $129,661 for the maintenance of the Center Harbor Fire Department. 
($127,662 appropriated in 2011). This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 13. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Jeff Duren to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose 
of purchasing a Fire Department engine or rescue with $10,525 to come from the unreserved 
fund balance, which represents the proceeds of the sale of the 1988 International fire truck and 
the balance to be raised through general taxation. ($1 appropriated in 2011) The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). This Article was approved by majority 
vote. 


Article 14. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Mark Ledger to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $32,000 for the installation of an air extraction system in the Municipal 
Building. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). Everett 
Duren asked if this was figured into Article 2. Charley Hanson said that it was not made part of 
Article 2. Mr. Hanson explained that this system will filter the air so that the fumes from the 
vehicles in the fire station won’t go through the building. The vote to approve this Article was 
unanimously in favor. 


Article 15. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Ellen Burns to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $29,000 to extend the hydrant system to Chase Circle, which would serve 


the Chase Circle, Plymouth Street and Kelsea Avenue areas. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required). This Article was approved by a majority vote. 


Article 16. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Mark Ledger to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $18,000 for the purchase of radios for the Highway Department and Fire 
Department. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). This 
article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 17. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Marty LeRoy to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose 
of purchasing Self- Contained Breathing Apparatus (S.C.B.A.). ($5,000 appropriated in 2011). 
The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). This Article was 
approved by majority vote. 


Article 18. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by David Reilly to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,500 for the installation of a fire alarm panel in the Municipal Building. 
The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). Roland Garland asked 
about the need for this panel. Charley Hanson said that the panel is 40 years old and the 
condition is tenuous. Cathy Erving asked if it is part of Article 2. Mr. Hanson said that it was 
kept separate of Article 2. David Schimke said that he was confused by the wording; he feels 
that the wording should have been, “fix” or “upgrade”. This Article was approved by majority 
vote. 


Article 19. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Betsy Raffaele to table this 
Article until the results of Article 4 are known. The vote was in favor to wait for the results of 
Article 4. 


Article 20. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Lee Woodworth to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $57,402 for the purpose of providing ambulance service to the Town. 
($54,904 appropriated in 2011). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 21. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Betsy Raffaele to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $165,561 for the disposition of Solid Waste. ($168,207 appropriated 
in 2011). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 22. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Harold Karagozian to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $97,766 for the operation of the James E. Nichols Memorial Library. 
($83,966 appropriated in 2011). Mark Stearns asked what the increase from last year was for. 
Helen Heiner said that the increase was for a new computer system and software; she explained 
that the Library has had to have multiple service calls for the hardware and the current software 
can no longer be serviced. This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 23. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Bill Fairbanks to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $50,320 for Parks and Recreation. ($55,250 appropriated in 2011). This 
Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 24. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Marty LeRoy to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $22,750 for Patriotic Purposes including Fourth of July activities. 
($21,800 appropriated in 2011). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 25. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Pat Mohan to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $11,810 for the Center Harbor Town Band Concerts. ($11,090 
appropriated 1n 2011). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 26. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by David Reilly to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $20,000 for Direct Welfare. ($25,000 appropriated in 2011). This Article 
was approved by majority vote. 


Article 27. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by John Schlemmer to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,200 for support of Emergency Management. ($1,200 appropriated 
in 2011). The vote for this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 28. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by John Schlemmer to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,550 for Center Harbor’s share of the operation of the Red Hill Fire 
Tower. ($1,050 appropriated in 2011). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously 1n 
favor. 


Article 29. It was moved by Randy Mattson and seconded by Helen Heiner to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the Centre Harbor Historical Society. ($500 appropriated in 
2011). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 30. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Lee Woodworth to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $41,208 for the support of the following health and welfare agencies 
($39,426 appropriated in 2010):

David Schimke asked why there was an increase in the amount for the Visiting Nurse. Richard 
Harlow, representing the Visiting Nurse, said that the Meredith Public Health provides service 


for everyone. Medicare has cut down on what they will pay and the Visiting Nurse Association 
has had more calls. This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 31. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by John Schlemmer to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept gifts of personal property, other than money, which 
may be offered to the Town for public purpose per the provisions of RSA 31:95-e. 

e Prior to the acceptance of any such gift with a value of $5,000 or more, the Board 
of Selectmen shall hold a public hearing on the proposed acceptance. For gifts 
with a value of less than $5,000, a public hearing on the proposed acceptance 
shall be at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. If no public hearing 1s held, 
the Board of Selectmen shall post notice of the gift in the agenda and shall include 
notice in the minutes of the Board of Selectmen’s meeting at which such gift is 
discussed. The acceptance of gifts under this paragraph shall be made in public 
session of any regular Board of Selectmen meeting. 

e No acceptance of any personal property under the authority of this section shall 
be deemed to bind the Town to raise, appropriate or expend any public funds for 
the operation, maintenance, repair or replacement of such personal property. 

The authorization shall remain in effect until rescinded by a vote of Town Meeting. The 
Selectmen recommend this warrant article (Majority vote required). The vote to approve this 
Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 32. It was moved by David Schimke and seconded by Randy Mattson to allow a 
discount of two (2) percent on taxes paid within twenty-two (22) days of issue of tax bills by the 
Tax Collector. This Article was approved by a majority vote. 


In discussion while those present waited for the votes to be counted, Charley Hanson said that 
going back to Article 32, this is something that 1s a tradition in Center Harbor, because we bill 
our taxes once a year, we end up borrowing money. This year we paid about $17,000 in interest. 
We could avoid that if we went to a twice a year billing cycle but we would not be able to have 
the discount. 


At this time it was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Randy Mattson to take 
Article 4 off the table. The motion to take this off the table was approved. It was moved by 
David Hughes and seconded by Randy Mattson to raise and appropriate $15,000 to be placed in 
the existing Town Buildings Repairs and Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of 
repairing and maintaining municipally owned buildings. There was a question as to whether this 
Article was related to Article 2. Roland Garland commented that this was not related to Article 2 
because there are other buildings 1n town that need to be maintained, and should be voted on. 
Randy Mattson said that the reason that they had tabled this Article was if Article 2 didn’t pass 
they were going to ask for more than $15,000. This Article was approved by majority vote. 


It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Charley Hanson to take Article 19 off 
the table. The motion was approved. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by John 
Schlemmer to raise and appropriate the sum of $1.00 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve 
Fund for the purpose of design and construction of a Public Safety Facility. This Article was 
approved by a majority vote. 


Article 33. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Marty LeRoy to choose 
agents or committees in relation to any Article of the Warrant and hear reports of any heretofore 
chosen. No committees were chosen and no reports were heard. This Article was approved by 
majority vote. 


John Kimball thanked everyone for their dedication to the community. 


The 2012 Town Meeting was dissolved at 9:58 P.M.

Librarian’s Report 


Community Use of the Library. In 2012, the library recorded 12,985 circulations. This 
represents a slight increase over 2012, which 1s encouraging, given the competition of digital 
media and other sources. We were particularly pleased to see an increase 1n youth circulation. A 
total of 497 Center Harbor residents borrowed materials from the library, a use rate of 45%, 
compared to a state-wide average of 28%. The following chart details this year’s borrowing:

Services for Patrons. During the year, there were 7,544 recorded visits to the Library and 98 
new library cards issued. The six-day per week service schedule remains popular with residents. 
The library staff responded to 171 requests for reference help, book advisory, and assistance with 
electronic resources. We borrowed 225 materials from other libraries for Center Harbor 
residents. In partnership with Altrusa of Meredith, we delivered 110 books to homebound 
patrons. We provided passes to the Squam Lakes Science Center, Shaker Village, the Currier 
Museum of Art, and the Wright Museum. We introduced an electronic newsletter to keep patrons 
up-to-date on new materials and events. Patrons can sign up for the newsletter on the library’s 
web page. We reach out to the community through our blog, our Facebook page and our column 
in the Meredith News. The Nichols Library partnered with Bayswater Books to provide a 
discount on new bestsellers for patrons with library cards. A toddler’s story hour was started in 
December, coordinated by Carol Benoit and Laura Thorndike. 





Collection Growth. The library added 828 new materials to the collection in 2012. These items 
circulated 2,865 times. Of these items, 209 new items circulated 5 times or more; 51 circulated 
10 times or more and 22 for 15 times or more. The Library held 15,792 titles at the end of 2012. 
Staff removed 366 dated, damaged or seldom used items from the collection.

Computer Services and Digital Media. In May, the library installed new desktop work 
stations, as approved at town meeting. We also acquired Book System’s Atriuum software to 
manage our catalog and circulation. In August, Metrocast replaced our modem with a more 
robust unit. These new additions provided needed improvements for the community’s computing 
needs and staff efficiency. 


In 2012, our staff logged 1290 desktop workstation users and 482 wifi users; additional users 
accessed the wifi from outside the library. Our membership in the NH Downloadable Books 
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Consortium provided patrons access to the State Library’s large collection of eBooks and audios. 
Patrons downloaded 258 copies in 2012, a 2.5% increase in use. Other digital resources offered 
by the library included Mango online language lessons, Ancestry Plus genealogical resources, 
Consumer Reports Online, and Ebscohost reference databases hosted by the NHSL. 


Building and Grounds. In the fall, George and Susan Gurney gave the library’s beds and 
plantings a much need pruning. Dion’s Landscaping was contracted to remove unwanted plants 
and roots. The Center Harbor Highway Department kept our walks cleared, our lawn mowed and 
took care of sundry maintenance jobs. Looking ahead to 2013, appropriations have been made to 
take down the dying shade tree facing Main Street and replacing it with a new tree. 


Staff and Trustees. The Library staff maintains its six-day per week schedule with one FT and 
2 PT staff. The staff selects materials, prepares copies for circulation, updates the catalog, assists 
patrons, processes interlibrary loans, manages local history files, conducts programs and creates 
displays in addition to circulating materials. Librarian Jon Kinnaman attended trainings at the 
NH State Library, sat on the Town’s Joint Loss Management Committee, and served as DVD 
Chair of the Scrooge and Marley Coop. Library Assistant Linda Belisle helped with collection 
maintenance, inter-library loan, references and book displays. Library Aide Kim Anderson works 
for 10 hours a week during the summer months and 2 hours a week the rest of the year. 
Substitute Glenn Walter filled in hours as needed. The Library Board of Trustees deserves 
special thanks for the many hours of service given to Nichols Library. 


Friends and Donors. Among the many people who contributed to the well-being of the Library 
this year were the Center Harbor Selectmen, Jeff Haines, The Center Harbor Highway 
Department, Bob Beem, and the Center Harbor Historical Society. We thank Altrusa’s 
volunteers for book deliveries, Carole Benoit and Laura Thorndike for coordinating story-time, 
George and Susan Gurney for grounds work, and The Meredith Village Savings Bank for the 
Squam Lakes Science Center pass. We also thank the many friends of the library who donated 
materials and made gifts to our general fund. Finally, we thank the people of Center Harbor for 
their ongoing support of this historic library.

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2012 AUDIT 


The Town of Center Harbor is under contract with Grzelak & Co. to be audited in 2013. The 
audit will be available in the Town Office upon completion. 
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2012 Center Harbor Planning Board Report 


2012 continued the 2011 trend of little subdivision activity before the Planning Board during 2011. Only 
two subdivisions came before the Board, and less than 50 building permits were reviewed for the entire 
year compared with 58 in 2011. Two wetlands permits and two dredge and fill permits were also 
reviewed. Janet Kimball joined the Board replacing Sheila Mohan. New members also include Jackie 
Baker and David Reilly. Notable activity included: 


e Acceptance of Prime Wetlands status for Snake River by the State. 

e Finalization of a Conservation Subdivision Ordinance which will enable developers to shrink their 
construction site footprint and dedicate more acreage to permanent open space when 
developing their site plan. If approved at Town Meeting it will ensure that future development 
in Center Harbor will help maintain the rural look and feel of the town. 

e Completion of the new Master Plan which reinforces the Town’s commitment to maintain the 
rural nature of Center Harbor. New chapters include updated Road Standards, Historical 
Resources and an Implementation Chapter. The complete plan is posted on the Town Website 
and copies are available for inspection at Town Hall. The new Master Plan was dedicated to Lee 
Mattson who originally initiated this effort. 

e Attention to pending litigation brought by Bruce Gavarny regarding a 4 lot subdivision 
conditionally approved in 2011. This matter is currently scheduled for a bench trial on January 
30th, 2012 in Laconia Superior Court. 

e Approval of a Subdivision application by Kathleen Mulcahy and Shirley Smith. 

e Approval of a Boundary Line Adjustment between the Paul C. Maggi Trust and the David J. Craig 
Trust. 

e Approval of a 2 lot subdivision for Hyde on Bartlett Hill. 

e Approval of a site plan review presented by Jerry Harper for boat storage adjacent to the Daniel 
Webster Highway. 

e Areview of current zoning and planning ordinances which revealed some confusing clauses as 
well as references to several State RSAs which are no longer valid. No substantial changes which 
might change the meaning or intent of the ordinances were made. The resulting language 
changes and citations are on the ballot for approval. 


Finally, given the substantial changes made by the State to the Shoreline Protection Act, the Planning 
Board is launching a project to craft a town ordinance which would enable local protection of water 
resources identified in the Natural Resources Inventory (NRI). Once the Board has completed a first draft 
of this proposed ordinance a Public Hearing will be held for comment.

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Annual Report 
Center Harbor Fire Department 
2012 


In 2012, the Center Harbor Fire Department (CHFD) responded to 384 incidents including fires, 
medical emergencies, motor vehicle accidents, hazardous material incidents and service calls. This is a 
small decrease [27 calls] over 2011. Our busiest time of the year was summer as our population swells 
with July and August again being the busiest, 51 and 40 respectively. While this was a busy year, the 
CHFD was able to accomplish many initiatives to improve the performance of the department as well 
as increase safety in Center Harbor. 

Fire Calls (Fire, Rescue, Mutual Aide, etc.) 106 


Medical Aid 220 
Motor Vehicle Accidents 29 
Service Calls 29 


The CHFD 1s currently comprised of 21 paid on-call employees. These are members who respond to 
calls by way of a tone pager from Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid. The CHFD also has a Boy Scout 
Explorer youth program that is a joint initiative to recruit new members with the Towns of Meredith, 
Moultonborough, and Sandwich. This program gets younger people involved today with hopes of them 
becoming regular members in the future. CHFD members train regularly in fire, medical and 
hazardous material emergencies. 20 of our members are nationally certified firefighters. CHFD has 12 
Emergency Medical Technicians (EMTs). 


Over the last several years, a goal of the Fire Department has been to reduce the cost of fire insurance 
for residents and businesses. This can only be accomplished by testing and certification by the 
Insurance Services Office, also known as ISO. ISO looks at everything from the dispatch center, 
response times, training and education, staffing, fire fighting equipment, automatic aid, mutual aid and 
capability to flow the necessary water to fight fires within our jurisdiction. As of 01/01/11 a new rating 
of 5/8 was achieved. What this adds up to is a reduction in fire insurance costs by as much as 40% to 
50% in the village area and an average for the homeowners in the outlying areas of 15% to 25% per 
year. I encourage you to contact your insurance company. 


CHFD currently has two Class A fire engines, E2, a 2004 truck that carries 1000 gallons of water and 
has a pump capable of pumping 1250 gallons of water per minute and our newest vehicle, El a 2011 
engine with 1650 gallons of water and 2000 gallon per minute pump_ These engines are also able to 
pump water from any of Center Harbor’s 23 hydrants, cisterns and accessible lakes and ponds. Having 
two engines is part of the long range plan of reorganizing equipment and operating with fewer fire 
engines. By replacing engines before they need to be refurbished, when they are 15-20 years old will 
save the Town money and will give us dependable equipment. 


In addition to the two fire engines, the CHFD has Rescue 1, which is a medium duty rescue truck that 
has a fire pump and 300 gallons of water and foam. This unit is equipped with the medical equipment 
needed to respond to medical emergencies, including cardiac monitoring. It also carries rescue 
equipment for motor vehicle accidents including the “Jaws of Life”, a portable generator and pumps. It 
also serves as our forestry unit carrying basic forestry equipment as well as ice and water rescue 
equipment, such as an ice sled and several cold water immersion suits. We have backcountry 
mountain rescue equipment as well. 
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Rescue 2, which is a light/medium duty rescue truck, has state of the art medical equipment that can 
handle advanced medical emergencies, such as cardiac problems. We can transmit 12 lead ECGs to 
LRGH or Concord Hospital’s ERs and communicate with the ER doctors on what treatment is required 
for the patient. This truck can be used as a rehabilitation unit on incidents where firefighters and 
citizens can be kept warm or cool as needed and advanced medical care can be provided. It can also be 
used in the event that we need to move elderly or disabled citizens to the Fire Station to shelter them. 
The rescue truck can be utilized as a command post on any Fire/EMS/Mass Casualty or storm related 
incident. On motor vehicle accidents patients can be moved into this unit for assessment, treatment and 
preparation for transport. In the event that there are multiple patients or contract ambulances are not 
available for other reasons, this unit can be used as an ambulance to transport patients to a hospital. 


Due to the fact Center Harbor is a lake community, the CHFD has two boats available to go to any 
lake or pond as needed. Boat | is equipped with a high-pressure fire pump that is removable and can 
be used from a dock or from the boat. It has basic medical gear and a floating-basket stretcher for 
carrying patients in the boat. Boat 2 is a smaller Zodiac-type inflatable boat that can go anywhere in 
shallow water and small ponds. 


In addition to emergency calls we also provide assistance to Police, Highway, and Parks and 
Recreation departments, as well as assisting homeowners and businesses with alarm systems, smoke 
detectors and carbon monoxide detectors. We inspect businesses for fire safety and egress. We issue 
permits for camp fires, brush piles, heating systems and places of assembly permits and others. 


Over the last few years with cost of heating our homes and energy efficiently being applied a new 
problem has been developing, which is CO or Carbon Monoxide poisoning problems. This is an 
odorless, tasteless gas that forms in our homes from incomplete combustion. Wood stoves, fireplaces, 
pellet stoves, furnaces, boilers and even your oven range or clothes dryer can be emitting this deadly 
gas. You won’t even realize that the ongoing cold or feeling sick issue you have may be caused by CO. 
A detector is the only way to be aware that this potentially deadly gas is present. In an effort to assist 
the community with CO and Smoke detector problems the FD has a program in place to test your 
detectors at no cost to you. If you have detectors and they alert you to a problem exit your home and 
call the FD. DO NOT open windows to air the house out. We will meter the home and locate the 
source if there is one. 


Finally it is getting harder every year to recruit and retain members. Keeping a call type fire 
department (Non Full Time) is a priority. We need to be resourceful and creative looking at other 
communities and the directions that they are taking. This is a Major Issue in Center Harbor and 
surrounding communities. This coming year we will work with a committee of citizens on this issue. If 
you or someone you know is interested in a part time job with great personal rewards contact us. 


Thanks to the Selectmen for their support, and especially the citizens, taxpayers and visitors whose 
support makes our jobs easier and rewarding. I wish to thank all the members of the CHFD who 
faithfully leave work and family to respond to emergency calls. If you have any questions about the 
Center Harbor Fire Department, please feel free to contact us at 253-4451 or email at 
chfd5@metrocast.net.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work 
collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your 
local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law 
(RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to 
contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the 
Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdflLorg. 








Due to a record warm winter and little snow, our first fire occurred on February 4'" with several more early fires to follow. Normally 
a large percentage of the warm windy days with low humidity occur when the ground is saturated from a long snow covered winter. 
By the time the surface fuels and ground dry out enough to burn, we only have a few weeks until “green up”. This year however we 
had an extended period of these favorable spring fire conditions. Our largest fire in the state was 86 acres. The average size fire was 
.6 acres. Extensive summer rains kept total acreage burned to near normal levels 


As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire 
lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers 
fire spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Several of the fires during the 
2012 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Please help Smokey Bear, your 
local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

2012 Annual Report 


In January of 2012 the Police Department’s website became operational. This website 
provides access to information about our mission statement, a biography of our employees, 
commonly requested forms, and the community programs that we offer. One popular program 
which was reintroduced this year was the “Ice Cream Ticket.” This is a bicycle safety program 
that rewards children with an ice cream voucher when we “catch them” wearing their helmets 
or are involved in other positive behavior. This year’s program was very successful due to a 
collaborative effort. Dewey’s Ice Cream Parlor and Café generously supplied kiddy cones at a 
reduced cost; the Center Harbor Women’s Club paid for the ice cream cones, and the Police 
Officers issued the tickets. Please visit our website at www.centerharborpolice.org to see 
some of our other community programs. 


In March the municipal building expansion project was approved at Town Meeting. This 
expansion will allow us to serve the community better. We look forward to the move in 2013. 
All the members of the Police Department would like to say a heartfelt thank you! 


Although grants are becoming more competitive, we were very successful in obtaining 
several. In 2012 we were approved for a $1,000.00 training grant from the New Hampshire 
Police Standards and Training Council. This allowed Officer Donald Welch to attend the Justice 
System Training and Research Institutes First Line Supervisor course at Roger William’s 
University. The Local Government Center, the Town’s insurance carrier, sponsored The 
Leadership Institute which is associated with Antioch University. As members the $1,000.00 
tuition was waived for Chief Chase and he completed Level 1. We have already been approved 
for Chief Chase to attend Level Il and Sergeant Weiss to attend Level | in 2013. 


The New Hampshire Highway Safety Agency approved two enforcement safety grants 
and one camera grant totaling more than $7,000.00. In addition, we received two new portable 
radios as part of Homeland Security Radio Interoperability Initiative. The combined value of 
these radios is $4,580.00. The grant that | am most excited about and was the most labor 
intensive to complete was an Emergency Management Performance Grant totaling $66,758.00 
for the municipal expansion project. This grant was submitted in 2012 and we received final 
approval by the Governor and Council on January 16, 2013. 


The Police Department ended the year with 2516 total calls for service. Some of these 
calls for service include 48 custodial arrests for various offenses, 28 motor vehicle accidents, 
1002 motor vehicles stops, 46 alarm activations, 11 domestic disputes, 10 public disturbances, 
5 attempted suicides, 35 Pistol Permit applications, 7 sex offender registrations, 46 motor 
vehicle complaints, 7 juvenile matters, 31 thefts, 66 suspicious incidents, 55 citizen assists, 4 
assaults and 13 burglaries.

Overall we saw a decrease in crimes against person and property from 2011. | am very 
proud of that statistic. While other communities in our region are seeing some of these 
numbers double we have not. | credit the officers patrol habits for this decrease. As a 
department, we believe that well rounded patrols and maintaining a presence on all roads in 
town has played a role in the reduction. We have also protected our business community by 
completing 2128 businesses checks while on patrol. This number does not include the many 
residential checks completed. 


The Police Department has had several successful investigations. One arrest led to the 
recovery of approximately $30,000.00 in stolen jewelry, another lead to a significant drug 
arrest. That being said, we still have some unsolved crimes and victims in town that have lost 
thousands of dollars of their personal items. This is unacceptable. We will continue to do 
everything we can to protect our community. 


With the recent school shootings across the country and the shootings of several New 
Hampshire Police Officers in the past year, it is important to recognize that these types of 
tragedies can occur anywhere. Although we can never be too prepared, | want you to know 
that your Police Officers are well equipped and trained to protect you, your children and 
themselves. We have always had a progressive training program and are very involved with 
our school district. 


On behalf of the entire Police Department team, we look forward to serving you 
through our motto of Integrity, Respect, Competence, Service and Pride.

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CENTER HARBOR PARKS & RECREATION 
2012 Annual Report 


At the end of the 2011 year, | returned to the Town of Center Harbor as Director 
of Parks and Recreation. In meetings with the Select Board, many Parks & Rec 
issues were discussed and sorted through to set things in motion for a successful 
2012 year. With the assistance of dedicated Selectmen, Office Staff, and 
Department Heads, | am proud to serve the Town of Center Harbor. 


There was much unfinished business from 2011 that had to be completed. First 
and foremost was the 2012 budget as compared to 2011 budget. Expenditures 
were reviewed and discussions with the Select Board finalized the 2012 budget 
process. 


The 4" of July Footrace became top priority as the Select Board asked me to 
contact race services “Ampersand”. Several meetings, phone calls and e-mails 
took place to put the 4" of July Footrace plans into action. Logistics of the race, 
race applications, sponsorship, race materials, timing, prizes, T-shirts, 
volunteers, safety and budget were all a part of the detailed planning process. 
The Select Board established a new race-day application fee of $20.00 and a 
pre-registration fee of $15.00. 


Next on the list was the Town Boat Launch. The Select Board established a new 
fee of $15.00 for non-residents (raised from a $10.00 fee). New boat launch 
tickets were designed, using information from the old ticket, and were printed for 
the 2012 season. It was noticed near the end of the 2012 season that “no 
overnight parking” was not printed on the back of the boat launch ticket. This will 
be added for the next season. 


Contacting previous Parks & Rec employees from the 2011 season became the 
next task at hand. This set plans in motion for rehiring and posting job openings 
for the 2012 summer season. Returning employees included two boat launch 
attendants and one lifeguard. Three more part-time lifeguards were hired. 
Unfortunately, not one person applied to be a Water Safety Instructor and 
therefore, swim lessons could not be provided. 


The summer season went extremely well at the Town Beach and the Boat 
Launch. There were no major issues that occurred, mainly due to the staff 
communication and professionalism. A hot month and little rain in July added to 
the number of people swimming at the beach this year, especially during the 
weekends. There were more rainy days in August and boat launch and lifeguard 
personnel were asked not to report on some thunderstorm days. Boat Launch 
activity was steady through the most part of the summer, with greatest activity on 
the weekends, as opposed to early to mid-week. Memorial Day Weekend 
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brought in the most revenue for a weekend. Boat launch activity declined rapidly 
by mid-August through Labor Day Weekend. 


Several Parks & Recreation events and activities took place throughout 2012, 
many of which were assisted by the Police Department, Department of Public 
Works, Fire Department and our wonderful Office Staff at the Municipal Building. 
There is a great collaboration with all of these people who assist in making these 
activities so successful. It is the dedication and the true support of our Select 
Board that also assists in the overall success of the Parks and Recreation 
programs. 


Parks & Recreation Activities 


Easter Party Saturday, April 7, 2012 

The Town of Center Harbor hosted a very large crowd with the annual Easter 
Egg Hunt which was held at Morrill Park. The egg hunt was separated into three 
areas for ages 0-2, 3-4 and 5+. Following the egg hunt, the party moved into the 
fire station for a variety of arts and crafts, goodies bags for the kiddies, raffle 
prizes and snacks.

Center Harbor Conservation Commission 


In 2012, the Center Harbor Conservation Commission (CHCC) continued its efforts 
to preserve and protect the high quality wetlands throughout the town. In March 
2011, the CHCC with the professional expertise of Dr. Rick Van De Poll, obtained 
the support of the town’s residents in establishing the Center Harbor side of the 
Snake River as protected wetlands. This project was brought to fruition with state 
approval of the Snake River Prime Wetland application in March 2012. It was 
originally anticipated that the Town of New Hampton would join the effort to 
protect the Snake River from development by protecting the New Hampton side 
of the river jointly with Center Harbor. This was eventually accomplished by the 
purchase of two large parcels by the Towns of Meredith and New Hampton along 
with donation by a number of individual contributors. These two independent 
actions resulted in the protection of the majority of the high value wetland 
located between Lake Winona and Lake Waukewan, thereby constituting the 
completion of the Second Phase of the CHCC wetlands projects. 


Earlier this year, the CHCC started work on the Third (and final) Phase of the 
protection of the town wetlands. Six additional carefully delineated wetland 
complexes within Center Harbor were identified as Prime Wetlands candidates to 
be assessed and conserved. These include wetland sections within Belknap 
Woods Beaver Pond, Chamberlain-Reynolds/Heron Cove, Newman Trust Wetland 
on Center Harbor Neck, Otter Pond, Fogg Hill Bog and Sturtevant Bay on Squam 
Lake. As we approach the end of 2012, work is nearly completed which would 
protect these six wetland complexes and their high value wildlife habitats from 
development. A warrant article to protect these wetland complexes will be put 
before Center Harbor voters in March 2013. 


In 2012, Dr. Van De Poll put the finishing touches on the Natural Resources 
Inventory (NRI) for the Town of Center Harbor. The condensed version (“chapter”) 
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of the NRI has been incorporated into the Town’s recently updated Master Plan. 
Both documents are available for the review by the public at Town Hall. 


Members of the CHCC continue to participate with other Lakes Region 
conservation organizations along with local residents and land owners to 
conserve a number of properties in West Center Harbor. This long term project 
once completed will potentially conserve over a thousand acres of forest and 
waterfront property. Approximately 200 acres are currently under contract for 
purchase by a local land trust. 


As always, The CHCC continues to encourage Center Harbor residents to 
volunteer participation with the town’s conservation commission. Should you 
wish to learn more about the activities of the CHCC, please attend one of our 
meetings. Currently, the CHCC meets on the second Tuesday of each month at 10 
AM in the Town Hall. The minutes of our meetings are on-line at the town’s web 
site. 
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CENTER HARBOR ENERGY COMMITTEE 


2012 Annual Report 


During its fifth year of service to the residents of Center Harbor, the Energy Committee focused 
considerable efforts on cost-effective energy-savings opportunities in the design and engineering of the 
Town's Municipal Building addition, as well as renovations to the existing structure. These and other 2012 
accomplishments are reported below: 


Municipal Building Renovations and Addition 


O 


Worked with the Selectmen and the Building Advisory Committee to require that both 
the addition and renovated portion of the Municipal Building be at least 25% more 
energy efficient than required by the New Hampshire Commercial 2009 International 
Energy Conservation Code. The July final design slightly exceeded this requirement at 
26% more energy efficient than code. The value engineering and final building design 
remain to be re-evaluated. 

Wrote an RFP to hire a firm to perform an energy audit and provide analysis and 
recommendations to increase the energy efficiencies to a level of 50% over code. After 
evaluating the proposals submitted to perform the work specified, the committee 
recommended that the Selectman hire GDS Associates of Manchester, NH. 

Reviewed the GDS Energy Analysis and Improvements Report and provided prioritized 
recommendations to the Selectmen based on cost-effectiveness, rebates available, quick 
payback, and other factors. 


Street Lighting

Initiated a review of the Town’s street lights to assure that the Town 1s paying only for 
appropriate lighting and to investigate the potential of switching to more efficient lighting 
(such as LED). 

Submitted a first-draft lighting ordinance proposal to the Building Committee for 
consideration.

The Energy Committee is requesting that the 2013 Town Meeting appropriate $20,000 (flat funding) for the 
existing Energy Conservation & Improvements Expendable Trust Fund. In 2013, the committee plans to 
improve the energy efficiency of those portions of the existing Municipal Building not addressed by the 
addition and renovations project. 


The Energy Committee meets the first Thursday of each month at 7:00 PM in the Cary Mead Meeting 
Room. Agenda and minutes are on the Town’s website, http://www.centerharbornh.org. Town residents are 
encouraged to attend meetings, especially if they have energy-related questions or suggestions.

LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 
2011 — 2012 (FY12) 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an organization established according to state law to provide area 
communities and the region with the capacity to respond to and shape the pressures of change in a purposeful way. With a 
service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide 
range of planning services to member municipalities. As our economy and world change, so does the work we are engaged in. 
The Commission offers direct and support services including technical assistance, geographic information systems, 
transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, hazards planning and economic development. Local, state, and 
federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire 
Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and guidance to the governments, businesses, and citizens 
of the Lakes Region. 


Some of the services provided on behalf of the town of Center Harbor and the region in the past fiscal year are noted below: 
OUTREACH 


e Corresponded with utilizing local official regarding the acquisition of property using the NH Department of 
Environmental Services (NHDES) aquatic resource mitigation fund. 


e Continue to compile data and public input for the Center Harbor Bay Subwatershed Management Plan, which is 
supported with funds from NHDES and the LRPC. 


e Met with town officials to discuss potential zoning; site plan and subdivision regulation changes for 2013. 

e = =Provided subdivision application review notes to road agent and discussed a new road development process. 
e Made final edits to the town’s Master Plan, printed paper copies, and presented CDs for town files. 

e = Initiated work on the town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan (HMP). 


e Provided information to two local volunteers interested in conducting outreach sessions on Household Hazardous 
Waste. 


e Participated in a Traffic Surveillance TEAM audit with the NH Department of Transportation (NHDOT) and 
municipal officials on Route NH 25B; reviewed historical traffic counts, and discussed local needs/observations with 
Road Agent. 


e Coordinated Road Safety Management System (RSMS) efforts with municipal officials; met with road agent to review 
RSMS results. 


e Provided copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulations book to the town at considerable savings. 


REGIONAL SERVICES 


e Modified and improved Community Facility maps for LRPC communities and posted them to LRPC’s website. 
e Reviewed and edited the draft Pemigewasset Local River Advisory Committee (PRLAC) Annual Summary. 


e Hosted a statewide meeting of the Regional Planning Commission (RPC)/Homeland Security and Emergency 
Management (HSEM) staff to discuss the process for Hazard Mitigation Plan (HMP) updates, Local Emergency 
Operations Plan (LEOP) updates, and other project issues. 
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Hosted over 150 people who attended LRPC’s Annual Meeting that featured Mark Fenton, Consu/tant, TV Host, 
Author, Professor, and Athlete who advocates community planning that promotes health and economic goals, including 
public transit opportunities and connected walkways, trails, and bike routes. Awards were provided to a number of 
people and organizations for their contributions to their communities and the Lakes Region. 


Received substantial funding to prepare a new regional plan for the Lakes Region. A three year effort, the plan will 
include a comprehensive public involvement process and generate considerable new data for use by local 
communities. 


Continue to provide program management and guidance for the Lakes Region Brownfields program. 


Provided assistance to the Lakes Region Broadband Stakeholder Group, including meeting coordination, planning and 
mapping services. 
Received funding from the Samuel P. Pardoe Foundation to conduct Smart Growth Assessments (SGA) for selected 


communities. 


Released the 2012 Development Trends Report, which shows residential, commercial, and industrial permit activity 
on an annual basis. The 2010 data used in the report showed that the building permit activity stabilized after several 
years of decline. 


Represented the region on the NH Association of Regional Planning Commissions. 





Maintain and host LRPC’s website, www.larkesrpc.org, which features extensive information for local officials and the 
general public. 


HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE 


e Continue to represent the region at meetings of the Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility to explore 
the ways and means the facility may encourage other communities to participate. 

e Continue to organize and coordinate two annual Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) collections a year, involving 24 
member communities. In 2012, about 19,000 gallons of unwanted HHW was collected, keeping it from our landfills, 
backyards, streams, and lakes.

e Acquired Road Surface Management Systems (RSMS) 11 software from the Maine DOT to help LRPC continue to 
provide a useful service to our members. 


e Assisted with the successful application to fund the expansion of transportation services for the elderly and disabled 
in Carroll County. Attended several Mid-State Regional Coordinating Council and Carroll County Regional 
Coordinating Council meetings. The RCCs advise the State Coordinating Council on public transit issues in their 
respective locations.

Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
2012 Annual Report 


The 2012 Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) Collections were conducted in a safe 
and efficient manner on July 28, 2012 and August 4, 2012 at eight different locations. The event was 
coordinated by the Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC). 1,755 households participated in 
this annual collection; overall this represents 4.6% of the households in the twenty-four Lakes 
Region communities that participated in this year’s HHW Collection. This is the highest rate of 
household participation in the past decade. The percentage of households participating from 
individual communities ranged from less than 2% to more than 11%. 


Nearly 19,000 gallons of HHW and more than 22,000 feet of fluorescent bulbs as well as nearly 300 
compact fluorescent bulbs (CFLs) were disposed of properly. Oil-based paint products continue to 
comprise more than half our costs of disposal. Residents are encouraged to use latex paint when 
possible, for it is not considered a hazardous material in New Hampshire and any residue can be 
dried out and disposed of in the household trash. 


One third of those attending this year’s collections had never attended an HHW collection in New 
Hampshire. Many volunteers and municipal staff assisted in publicizing and staffing the collection 
sites; their efforts are greatly appreciated. Over the past two years we gave demonstrations and 
distributed 6,000 handy Flipbooks with tips and recipes for Alternatives to Household Hazardous 
Waste and many people tell us that they are now using these alternatives in their homes. 


The estimated cost for this collection which helps protect our region’s water quality was $2.31 per 
Lakes Region household. The appropriation for each community participating in the 2013 collection 
will remain the same as this past year. The next Household Hazardous Waste Collections will be 
held July 27, 2013 and August 3, 2013. All residents and property owners in participating 
communities are encouraged to take this opportunity to safely dispose of your household hazardous 
products.

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CHILD AND FAMILY SERVICES, LAKES REGION OFFICE 


Child and Family Services (CFS) continued to provide affordable social services to the 
residents of Center Harbor in the past year, thanks in part to funding from the town. 
Town support is critical to our being able to offer a wide range of services to children 
and their families without regard to income, especially in this past year when we faced 
significant cuts in services funded by the State of NH, or reimbursed through Medicaid 
as well as increased demand for our services. We strive to make all of the agency’s 
services affordable and accessible to families in need, especially those who lack 
insurance or whose co-pays are so high they are unable to utilize available resources. 
With your support, we were able to meet these challenges and preserve our sliding fee 
scale. 


In the current economic climate, more individuals and families are struggling. 
Challenged by unemployment or working more than one low-paying job, being 
uninsured or underinsured, and facing higher levels of stress due to short finances, 
leads to emotional stress. This combination of unrelenting pressure and limited 
resources can lead to a cycle of coping difficulties, emotional outbursts or withdrawal, 
and chronic relationship conflicts that can interfere with positive decision-making, 
healthy actions and parenting. 


In 2012 we were able to leverage your allocation with other funding sources to provide 
residents with over $,4,600 of free or reduced counseling and family preservation 
services. In addition, thanks to the Annette Schmitt Childrens’ Enrichment Fund, two 
children from Center Harbor were provided with school clothing and supplies. 


We continue to count on your help to be able to offer a full range of quality, professional 
services to children and their families who otherwise could not afford them because they 
lack insurance or are underinsured. More families served by the Agency fell below the 
federal poverty level in 2012. 90% of our client families are impoverished. CFS has the 
most accessible and balanced fee policy of any similar agency in the state. This is made 
possible by grants, such as those we receive by the town of Center Harbor and enables 
us to serve the most needy, vulnerable families without regard to income. Town support 
also makes it possible for us to secure a range of other charitable and public dollars that 
require local matching funds. 


Child and Family Services is New Hampshire's oldest charitable social service 
organization. We have been serving New Hampshire children and families for 163 
years. We are pleased to serve the families of Center Harbor through offices at 95 
Water Street, Laconia, 841 Central Street, Franklin or through our Concord or 
Manchester offices and Camp Spaulding, in Penacook and in home, school and 
community settings throughout the Lakes Region. For further information about any of 
these services please call (800) 640-6486 or visit our website at www.cfsnh.org. 
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VISITING NURSES OF MEREDITH AND CENTER HARBOR 





Visiting Nurses of Meredith and Center Harbor, (formerly Meredith Public Health Nursing Association), 
is your local non-profit home care/visiting nurse agency serving Meredith and Center Harbor. Our 
highly skilled, licensed, and professional staff provides nursing, rehabilitation therapies, speech therapy, 
personal care assistance, homemaker, and senior companion services within the home. Founded in 
1923, VNMCH 1s a Medicare/Medicaid certified and licensed agency. We were inspected by the state 
of New Hampshire and Medicare services in November of 2011 and were found to be deficiency free 
and in compliance with all state and federal regulations. Be sure to visit our website, www.vnmch.org, to 
help you address and answer questions about your present or future home health care needs. Please 
remember that we take ALL insurances. 


Remaining a small community-based visiting nurse agency is important to us. A part of our mission 1s 
that we will provide home care services to Meredith residents based on their need, not their ability to 
pay. Meredith’s community support each year enables us to continue to meet that mission. The present 
economic environment has led to more residents going without health insurance coverage, yet still in 
need of home health care services. VNMCH 1s the only home care agency that provides free home care 
services to Meredith residents. We are also the only agency dedicated to Meredith and Center Harbor. 
We of course continue to take Medicare, Medicaid, all private insurances, and donations. The Board of 
Directors 1s continually working on fundraising projects to help alleviate costs. 


VNMCH provides a free Blood Pressure clinic in the Carey Mead room on the first Monday of each 
month from 11 am to noon. Our annual seasonal flu clinic is held at our main office and several area 
businesses 1n addition to being sure our homebound clients receive them. VNMCH also continues to be 
an active member of the local Emergency Preparedness Council, working to keep Meredith prepared for 
any public health threats and also to keep abreast of current public health concerns. 


Our Board of Directors includes our community members: President Phyllis Hamblet, Vice-President 
Charles Thorndike, Secretary Edward Touhey, Treasurer Robert Davis, Asst Treasurer Ray Moritz Sr., 
Carolyn Schoenbauer, Linda Lee, Jeanie Forrester, Cynthia Schlemmer RN, Harry Viens, and Lydia 
Torr. 


We moved into our permanent home at 186 Waukewan St., Meredith, in the spring of 2011. We provide 
walk-in services daily from 9 am to 10 am and | pm to 2 pm at our Meredith office. Services include 
blood pressure checks, some blood tests including PT/INR testing for Coumadin levels, and simple 
wound care. We do cholesterol checks by appointment. We ask for small donations for some of these 
services, but blood pressure 1s always free. In-office services are for those Meredith residents who are 
not homebound but require some limited skilled nursing care. One of the goals of the new building 1s to 
improve safe access to our office for our daily office hours, along with our home care services. Please 
stop by and visit our new space anytime. The office is open from 8 am to 4 pm daily, Monday through 
Friday. 


VNMCH provided 773 visits and services to Center Harbor residents in 2012. Of those, 159 were 
nursing, 179 were rehabilitation therapies, 384 for personal care, 3 were homemaking, and 48 were 


blood pressure checks in Center Harbor at the Carey Mead room.

The American Red Cross staff and volunteers provide support and relief after a disaster; 
emergency preparedness training; courses in health and safety; blood drives; volunteer and 
youth leadership opportunities; and aid to military families. 


All Red Cross assistance is free to disaster victims. The Red Cross is a non-profit organization 
that receives no annual federal funding. 


In fiscal year 2012*, the American Red Cross was active throughout the state of New 
Hampshire. 


Disaster Services: 


Red Cross-trained volunteers make up the New Hampshire Disaster Action Teams, which 
responds to disasters in Center Harbor and towns throughout the state. This disaster action 
team is a group of volunteers who are specially trained to provide disaster relief and 
emotional comfort. They are available to respond at any time of day or night to disasters in 
their communities and surrounding towns. 


Fortunately there were no home fires or other local disasters last year in Center Harbor that 
required Red Cross assistance. Red Cross disaster volunteers throughout New Hampshire 
worked with 297 disaster cases, helping a total of 717 people; that is an average of more 
than three disasters a week. Most local disasters were residential fires. 


Medical Careers Training: 


Because of the training and/or testing through the Red Cross LNA training program in New 
Hampshire, 846 students trained as Licensed Nurse Assistants and Phlebotomists 
(those who draw blood) entered the healthcare field last year. 


Health and Safety Classes: 


The Red Cross focuses on safety and prevention through our many training courses, such 
as Adult, Infant, and Child CPR, AED training, First Aid, water safety, disaster training, first 
responder, and Babysitter’s Skills. In all, we impart hope and confidence along with skill and 
knowledge. Throughout New Hampshire, there were 2,860 Health and Safety classes that 
trained 22,043 enrollees.

REPORT OF NEW BEGINNINGS 


On behalf of New Beginnings — Without Violence and Abuse, I would like to thank the citizens 
of the Town of Center Harbor for their continued support. Your 2012 allocation, of $1,000,00 
has enabled us to continue to provide 24-hour crisis intervention, long term support and 
assistance, and outreach and education, to people whose lives have been affected by domestic and 
sexual violence and stalking in all of Belknap County. 


Our organization operates a full-time shelter with a food pantry; staffs a 24-hour crisis line; 
provides 24-hour advocacy at hospitals and police stations; provides court and social service 
advocacy; and offers non-judgmental support and advocacy on a one-to-one basis as well as in 
peer support groups. New Beginnings has programming for children and teens who have 
witnessed and experienced violence, including resiliency-based programs. Though we serve a 
small county, the need for services is great. We had advocates in Belknap County courts each 
working day of this budget year. In total, the agency served 785 people, resulting in 11,460 
individual services. Some of these services were provided by our volunteers, who 
donated over 23,000 service hours. 


New Beginnings also plays a significant role in the greater community. We run outreach 
activities and offer education programs to businesses, clubs and groups. We also facilitate age- 
appropriate prevention programs for students in kindergarten through college, including topics 
such as conflict resolution, bullying, healthy relationships, and dating and sexual violence. We 
participate in many committees and commissions, including the Belknap County Family Violence 
Prevention Council, a task force made up of community members and professionals initiated by 
the Governor’s Commission to take a stand against domestic and sexual violence in our county, 
and the Belknap County Sexual Assault Resource team. 


We are | of 14 members of the NH Coalition Against Domestic and Sexual Violence, promoting 
statewide networking and resource sharing among domestic violence and sexual assault 
programs. The coalition is the evaluating body and administrator of state and federal contracts 
that provide some funding for member programs.

Within the context of child growth and 
development, our professionally trained staff maximize educational experiences for 
children through developing and implementing innovative curriculum. 


Inter-Lakes Day Care Center and Nursery School 1s a non-profit, licensed, tax-exempt 
community child care and education agency, incorporated in 1971, that provides 
exceptional and affordable early care and education to a diverse group of children from 
six weeks through twelve years of age. Inter-Lakes Day Care Center promotes 
comprehensive child development and family support for working parents through infant, 
toddler, preschool, and school age developmentally appropriate curriculum, engaging 
children in activities that develop language and literacy through interactions, experiences, 
and relationships with peers and teachers. I-LDCC has always supported the well-being 
of the whole child while providing a warm, nurturing environment. 


Inter-Lakes Day Care Center is open on a year-round basis at two sites from 6:30 AM to 
5:30 PM, making it possible for parents to maintain employment. The Center offers a 
full range of services including morning preschool programs, full and part-time child 
care, summer and vacation enrichment camps, and USDA approved healthy meals and 
snacks.

The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center members thank you for your continued support of 
the Center in 2012. The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center 1s a medically supervised 
program that is a self-supporting department of Lakes Region General Hospital. Its 
mission 1s to promote health responsibility, to provide a safe, comfortable site to exercise, 
to provide ongoing support and encouragement of healthy lifestyle habits and to promote 
active lifestyles. The Center has been at the 78 Whittier Highway location in 
Moultonborough for three years now and the site 1s working out well for our clients. An 
Advisory Committee consisting of members, interested community members, and LRGH 
management team meet monthly and oversee the Center’s operations. 

The Center depends on the support from surrounding towns and fundraisers to keep the 
member fees affordable for members of the community. During the past year, fifteen per 
cent of the membership is comprised of residents of Center Harbor and benefit from the 
services available to them at the Center. The members range in age from 42-92. 

The Center is open three days per week on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday from 6am to 
4pm. The program is not just an exercise program as the members benefit from the 
oversight and experience of a Registered Nurse who helps design an individualized 
exercise program to meet their needs. The members also benefit from the social aspect of 
the center and often attend luncheons or go to coffee after exercise which is an important 
aspect of many members’ lives. The monthly fee for the program is $50.00 per person 
and $80.00 per couple. Financial assistance is available to those who qualify.
